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Waahington. November 2S. — ^A set- 
tlement of the loii^-staiiding diRpute 
lietween the Sutes of Virginia and 
West Virgtaiiia over the dirision of the 
State debt of Vir>;inia which existed 
at the time of the partition of the 
State, is expected to he reached ut 
a meeting which begins here today. 
The Virginia- West- Virginia Debt Com- 
mission which meets here Jointly, and 
it is freely rumored that an adjust- 
ment more ftivorable to West Virginia 
than till' recent award by the rinpreme 
Court of the I'nited States may be 
reached. MThen-the Snpreme Court is- 
sued its de<-ision last .Iiine, a total 
of over twelve millions was the lia- 
bility fixed on West Virginia. This 
vast sum included 14.215,622.28 as 
^Vesi Virginia's share of the State 
(!ebt of Virginia at the time of the 
separation, and over eight millions as 
interest tlk this sum for fifty-four 
> < ar.s and eight months. Since the 
award wan announced, there has been 
much dissatisfaction with the interest 
granted on the d.-ht. and threats of 
lepudiation were freely made in West 
Vlrgina. 

It is ronceded that thi' Supr.-me 
Court has the power to enforce its de- 
cree by collecting the want from Weat 
Virginia and ttirnint; it over tn Vir- 
ginia. However, another method has 
been talked over, and the eafan follow- 
ing the storm has brought judgment to 
bear on both sides. .\ plan will be- 
foriniilated at today's meeting for the 
Itayment of the award to extend over 
a period of yeara, it Is said, and thi«> 
plan will bf submitted to the voters of 
West Virginia for their approval or re- 
jection. 

The litigation betw.-en Virginia and 
her daughter State, West Virginia, is 
now nearly a half eentnry oM. West 
\'irginia was horn as a "child o( the 
war," and President Lincoln signed 
the act of Congress which admitted 
the new State. It haa always beer 
recognised by the citisens that West 
\'!rginia was jii.-;tly liable for a share 
of the State debt of Virginia, exist- 
ent at the time of the aeparation, but 
no adjustment rotild be reached that 
satisfied the governments of both 
States. ThiM it was thrown into the 
Federal courts for decision. Wes* 
Virgina maintained without qualifica- 
tion that it was not obligated to pav 
Interest on ito share of the debt. The 
defeat of this contention was a stag^ 
gering blow to a State already deep- 
ly in debt and in financial plight. Gov- 
ernor HatfleM was abliged to apply 
the vcio a\ to many appropriation^ 
for schools, liospitals and colleges 
during the laat year. 

In addition to the award of $12,393,- 
929.50, which West Virginia must pay. 
unless another mntnal agreement is 
made, interest at 6 per cent a year be- 
gan on July 1 of this year. The State 
of Viiginia. tiiinu;:h it< counael, has 
filed with the Supreme Court an ap- 
plication that a receiver be appointed 
for W.'st Virginia to asFess and collect 
the obligation and pay it to Virgiua. 
This application ia held in abeyance 
until the joint cominissioas have 
thresh. (I the matter out. 

The population of West Virginia ts 
about 1,250,000. The State has no 
State debt other than that which the 
.Supreme Court saddled upon W<st 
Virgina. I'he only debt aclraowledged 
by the State was wiped out in 1895 
The .State has a permaneiii school 
fund of a million dollars. To meet 
the burden of the apportioned debt, 
assuming the State is able to sell Its 
Uinds at :; per cent, an additional tax 
of 4<i cents per capita must be col- 
lected for the next third of a eentnry.

— Take one 
dessertspoonful of tarragon vinegar, 
one Ubiespoonfal of otiv^ oil. one- 
half teaspoon^ of Worcestershire 
sauce, the Juice of half a lemon and 
oi:e half teaspoonful of tabasco s- iw e. 
.\dd a little salt and half an onion, 
grated fine. 

Oyster Cocktoily-^nor each glass 
take aix aaaaU uyat e ia , two teaspooo- 
fula lemon Jnice, one teaspoonful Wor- 
cestershire sauce, two tablespoonfnis 
tomato catchup, a dash .if tabasio 
sauce, a pinch of salt and a little 
.-^ugar. Serve ice rold. 

Oystsr Cocktail. — Have oysters very 
cold. Pot not more than six in each 
cocktail ^aaa or sherbet cap. and Just 
before sending to the table cover with 
a dressing made In the following way: 
Mix together one tablespoon ful of 
mushroom cati hnp. two tahlespoonf ii!s 
of strained lemon Juice, live drops or 
tabasco sauce and salt to taste. This 
qtuntlty will make three oodrtaila. 
Serve thin slices of Tmnm bread and 
oelenr with the cocktaila.

petals will be sufficient. Kmbroider 
the word "Corn" on the flap also. The

served on the table.
